WASHINGTON (N E A )-P resi- 
dent J o hnso n is unlikely to fo l­ 
lo w his v isits to Latin America 
and Asia with an early trip to 
Western Euro pe. 
Vice President H u m p hr e y 
m ay hav e m ade points for him ­ 
self and his country with his 
cheerful endurance of insult and 
his k nowledgeable exposition of 
U.S. policies on his European 
v enture.

Yerm ilov claim ed there were 
cases when Sov iet arm s arriv ed 
in Hanoi but could not be used.

In an unprecedented statem ent, 
Nhan Dan strongly condem ned 
“ the odious slander” tha t China 
“ hijack ed weapons sent by the 
Sov iet Union to help the Viet­ 
nam ese people to fight A m eri­ 
can aggression.” 


D espite explicit R ussian ac­ 
cusations 
against 
China, 
the 
North V ietnam ese am bassador 
in Poland also issued a flat de­ 
nial that “ China is impeding the 
transport across its territory of 
Sov iet aid.” 
It is probably unwarranted for 
the United States to tak e either 
Hanoi’s or Moscow’s v ersion as 
the com plete truth.

Seed makes u p only 5 to 10 
per cent of the cost of growing 
a crop—yet it’s the starting point 
for you r whole produ ction. Start­ 
ing ou t with good, weed-free seed 
will often assu re you that the 
other 90 to 95 per cent of you r 
costs will not be wasted. 


Drill box su rveys in Illinois in 
recent years have revealed that 
some farmers pu t some terrible 
stu ff in the grou nd. 
One farmer was planting 114.265 
bu ckhom seeds plu s 16,320 giant 
foxtail seeds per acre in his 
home-grown red clover seed. 
Another was sowing 162,000 fox­ 
tail seeds per acre along with an 
occasional 
Canada 
thistle. He 
had bou ght his seed from his 
neighbor. 


Giant foxtail and bu ckhorn are 
common weeds in red clover, and 
farm fanning mills won’t take 
them ou t. Specialized equ ipment, 
employing the latet technology, 
is needed. * 
Once seeded, giant foxtail can 
become 
a 
costly problem for 
years to come. Conservatively, it 
may cost abou t $5 an acre to 
control 
this 
pest in su bsequ ent 
soybean and com crops—or even 
greater loss from redu ced yields.

The braggadoccio engaged in
